This interpretation by the D ep art­ 
m ent of Revenue of w hat is required 
by the State in answ ering the ac­ 
cident question on the application 
for new operator licenses was given 
todav by the Pennsylvania M otor 
Federation, A. A. A., in a statem ent 
setting forth w hat it term s “some 
pertinent facts every m otorist should 
know about the S tate’s financial re­ 
sponsibility law th a t goes into ef­ 
fect Jan u ary I.” 
The Federation explained th a t a 
driver does not come 
w ithin 
the 
scope of the new act unless lie has 
figured in two or more accidents in 
which personal injury has Been in ­ 
flicted. or property dam age of more 
th an $200 done, but he m ust give 
the State the d ata on any accident 
even though the loss inflicted was 
trifling. 
The question on the 1934 applica­ 
tions, which will be m ailed by the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Revenue 
to 
all 
licensed operators early in January, 
is as follows: “W ere you involved in 
any accidents w ithin or outside of 
this State while operating a m otor 
vehicle during the twelve m onths 
preceding 
this 
application 
for 
license?” If the applicant had no 
accident he answers “No” and goes 
no further, but if he figured in one 
or more crashes during the preced­ 
ing twelve m onths he m ust w rite 
“Yes” and then give details on the 
i opposite side of the card. 
“Persons who attem p t to cover up 
their accident record by knowingly 
failing to give correct inform ation 
regarding accidents when applying 
I for licenses,” the State 
m otoring 
body warned, “are subject to a two- 
year revocation of their operating 
I privilege and at the end of 
th at 
i tim e m ust furnish proof oi financial 
responsibility.”

lacts” 
listed by th e Federation i r e : 
| 
“In com puting the total dam ages 
for two or more accidents the dam - 
• age to the operator’s car or injury 
to him self is not included. It is only 
the dam age to the other fellow m 
excess of $200 th a t brings him under 
the law.

“A single accident in which dam 
age exceeds $200 does not bring an 
operator under the act. for the law 
specifically states th at proof of fin ­ 
ancial responsibility is required if 
; the operator figured in two or more 
; accidents. 
“An operator who owns 
or 
lias 
{access to several cars m ust furnish 
only one proof if he comes w ithin 
the scope of the law.

“Truck drivers, chauffeurs 
and 
salesmen m ust file proof as individ- 
I uals; they cannot m eet the require- 
i m ents of ‘the act w ith policies issued 
to th eir employers. 
“If two operators are joint owners 
of the same car or cars, only the 
! operator whose accident record has 
! brought him under the provisions 
of th e act m ust file proof of

NEW YEAR’S DAY should com ­ 
pel us to m ake som ething of the 
same sort of inventory of our sp irit­ 
ual accounts and resources as we 
are accustom ed to m ake in our m a­ 
terial affairs at this season. 
W hat 
would our spiritual balance sheet 
look 
like? 
Paul gives us such a 
j spiritual audit of his life in this 
i lesson. 
It is an autobiography in j 
I the form of a profit and loss state- ] 
m ent replete w ith such bookkeeping 
expressions as “W hat things were 
gain”, “these have I counted lass”, ! 
“I count all things to be lass”, “th at I 
I m ay gain C hrist”. 
The Peril of the C hristian 
The business of being a C hristian j 
requires caution. 
We m ust beware 
whose “goods” we take in. 
So Paul ; 
warns his Philippian friends: “Be­ 
ware of the dogs, beware of the evil j 
workers, beware of the concision.” j 
These spiritual peddlers of a type of 
religion which overem phasized cere­ 
m onialism had dogged P aul’s steps 
wherever he went, and were now 
troubling the Pliilippians. Paul once | 
carried a heavy stock of their goods 
and “counted them gain” to him, 
but now “counted them lass”. W hat 
were these things Paul once counted 
assets but now counts liabilities? 
They were his pride of race and 
place: “circumcised the eighth day, 
of the stock of Israel, of the tribe 
of Benjam in, a Hebrew of the H e­ 
brews; as touching the law, a P h a r­ 
isee! as touching zeal, persecuting 
the church; as touching the rig h t­ 
eousness which Is in the law, found 
blam eless.” 
But he wrote them all 
off as capital lasses after he found 
C hrist: “Howbeit w hat things were 
gain to me, these have I counted 
loss for Christ. 
Yea. verily and I 
count all things to be lass for the 
excellency 
of 
the 
knowledge 
of 
C hrist Jesus my Lord: for whom I 
suffered, the loss of all things, and 
do count them but refuse, th a t I 
may gain C hrist.” 
Thus did Paul 
deflate the things which once were 
his m ost prized possessions spirit­ 
ually. 
The Profit of the C hristian 
Christ was his richest treasure 
now because through faith in him 
he was assured of being credited 
with the very righteousness of God, 
i “the righteousness which is of God 
by faith ”. 
Furtherm ore, Christ had 
become the power of a new life in 
Paul both to serve actively and to 
suffer passively: “T hat I may know 
him, and the power ol his resurrec­ 
tion. and the fellowship of his su f­ 
ferings.” 
Hi.s profit lay not only in 
the things of this life but in the 
hope of the life to come: 
“If by 
any m eans I may attain unto the 
resurrection 
from 
the dead.” 
In 


Che Ôolôett (Text 


II Timothy 4:7— “I have fought 
the good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith,” 


C hrist Paul also found his greatest 
inspiration to realize the ideal and 
plan God had for his life: 
“T hat I 
may apprehend that for which I 
w as apprehended by C hrist Jesus. ’ 
Of what greater riches can one 
dream th an these Paul finds to his 
credit on the profit side of his spir­ 
itual ledger? 
The Progress of the Christian 
But however great may be Paul's 
present profit as a Christian, his re­ 
ligion is not static, but 
an 
ever 
growing, going, glowing religion of 
progress, ever pressing onward to 
m o r e g 1 o r ious experiences and 
achievements 
“ I count not myself 
yet to have apprehended: but one 
thing I do. forgetting the things 
which arc behind, and stretching 
forward to the things which are be­ 
fore, I press on toward the goal un- 
the high calling ot 
Jesus.”

Where good Iwal .seed is not avail­ 
able, the common practice is to go 
to the mill or feed store and buy

water. The general cultural treat­ 
ment is similar to that of the Prim­ 
rose. 
The Pocketbook plant (caleolaria 
hybridal 
is particularly attractive 
with its many varied hues of flow­ 
ers. The flowers are shaped like an 
open pocketbook, from which it de­ 
rives its name. It requires a well- 
drained soil of a fibrous loam text­ 
ure of 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
In general, plants will thrive if 
these rules are followed: 
1. Maintain ample drainage. 
2. Water properly. 
3. Know the nature of the plant.

6. Cut off flowers when they are 
faded; remove dying or dead leaves 
or branches.
